“The Tidy Little Sum Pulled Down By 
| Saskatchewan Farmers For 
Last Year’s Work 
According to government figures, 
Slightly over 90,000,000 bushels of 
wheat were raised in Saskatchewan in 
the last year, Of this amount, some 
10,000,000 bushels were held off the 
market for sced and other purposes 
on the farms, The saleable crop am- 
ounted, therefore, to approximately 
80,000,000 bushels. The wheat board 
took over the crop from the farmers 
jand made them an initial payment at 
the rate of $2.15 per bushel, of, ap- 
proximately $172,000,000, At the same 
time it gave them certificates entitling 
them to pro-rata per bushel participa- 
tion in the final profits made on the 
jtesale of the crop by the board. Such 
certificates at 40 cents per bushel will 
add another $32,000,000 to the final 
Price to be paid the farmers for the 
| Wheat crop, and will bring it up to 
jan approximate total of $204,000,000. 


Western Forest Reserves 


Patrol Service Over Many Hundreds 
Of Square Miles of Forest 

The Dominion Forest Reserves 
cover approximately 43,750 square 
miles, an area twice that of the prov- 
tince of Nova Scotia, or over half that 
of Manitoba, prior to 1912, These re- 
Serves lie in the three prairie provin- 
jces and in the railway belt of Britist 
|Columbia, The Dominion government 
also maintains a free patrol service 
over many hundreds of square miles 
of forest not yet included in the res- 
ervations, Before any areas are in- 
jcluded in the reserves they are cov- 
fered by surveys by trained men to 
jascertain the character of the country 
[from a forester’s point of view. A 
jbelt of country from the east to the 
west of the Provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, compris- 
ing all 145,000 square miles of the 
northern parts of these provinces has 
been surveyed, In some respects the 
|survey has been a disappointment, for 
a comparatively small proportion of 
the area is found to be covered with 
timber of any size. Much of it has 
in the past been badly damaged by 
fire, 


At present, and for some time to 
‘come, the development of the forest 
reserves has meant, and will mean, 
the expenditure of a se amount of 
money with only small returns, Roads 
jand trails have to be built so that 
ithe products may be taken out and 
that all parts of the reserve may be 
jaccessible in case of fire, Houses 
|mugst be built for the rangers and tele- 
[phones must be provided to keep the 
supervisors in touch with their men. 
All this work requires years to carry 
out. However, it has been the ex- 
perience of countries which have in- 
jtroduced scientific forestry that all 
s amply justified,

Manitoba Karm 


System is Proving of Great Benefit to 
The Cause of Agriculture 

The annual report for 1919 of the 
Manitoba Farm Loans Association té- 
cords that during the year 795 appli- 
cations were received aggregating 
$2,532,800, whilst new loans were paid 
out to the sum of $1,220,000, Of the 
applications received, a considerable 
Proportion, nearly $668,900, were de- 
clined or withdrawn for various reas- 
ons, nearly all of them have been tak- 
en up by the Soldicr Settlement 
Board, the remainder consisting of 
releases granted by the Board under 
very exceptional circumstances, 

The funds for loaning purposes 
were, as in the past, for the most part 
provided by the province, but it is 
jencouraging to note that bonds sold 
to the public increased from $133,995 
|to $237,350, and deposits from $25,350 
to $63,875 during the period under 
consideration. In spite of the unset- 
tled condition of the money markets 
during the year, the association was 
able to secure loans at five percent to 
continue loaning at the original rate. 

The total amount of money paid out 
to November 30th, 1919, for loans was 
$3,320,950, of which $141,014 has been 
repaid, leaving loans outstanding am-- 
jOunting to $3,079,935, as against $1,- 
| 990,546 at the same date in 1918, Ex- 
| Penses for the year amounted to $21,- 
374, which is considerably below the 
one percent originally provided for 
in the act as being sufficient to run 
ithe business, The substantial surplus 
[oe $20,403 has been set aside, Collec- 
[BOBS were very good, only one small 
arrear outstanding from 1918, 

Many appreciative letters have been 
received from borrowers since the es- 
tablishment of the association, and 
there have been on the other* hand 
very few complaints. The Manitoba 
|Farm Loans Act of 1917 provided for 
the establishment of the association 
|which has power to approve of loans, 
jissue certificates of ownership on 
shares, issue stocks and bonds, with 
ja capital stock of $1,000,000, of which 
the province subscribes 50 percent. 

Money is loaned only to farmers for 
jthe acquisition of land, for clearing 
or draining, the erection of farm 
|buildings, the discharge of liabilities 
incurred in the improvement of land 
for agricultural purposes, and only to 
[Persons actually engaged in farming 
activity on the land in question. The 
farm land itself is taken as security 
and the borrower automatteally bec- 
,omes a subscriber to the association. 
The rate of interest on loans is suff- 
cient only to pay interest on securi- 
| ies issued, plus one percent for the 
expenses of operating. The affairs 
lof the association are superintended 
by the Manitoba Farm Loans Board, 
with headquarters at Winnipeg, the 
Commissioner being appointed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council, and 
fone member cach by the Union of 
| Municipalities and the Grain Growers’ 
Association,
